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THE SHOPPING STREET AND INDIVIDUAL SHOP 


lu the 18th and early 19th centuries the shopping street first became continuous; 
before that shops were mere haphazard booths tucked into the ground floors of houses 
in narrow alleyways. For example the 18th century shop in a fashionable quarter of 
the town was designed on the assumption that people drove up in a carriage, were 
ushered into the shop by their own footman and the obsequious shopkeeper, that 
they looked and lingered at leisure and were not caught outside or invited by the 
shape of the doorway: shopping was rather like calling at a private house. 


To-day the retail distributor has to push a hand out into the street and catch 
passers-by by the lapel of the coat, and drag them in. This reaching hand is created 
by planning and new materials and new lighting and, of course, display. All these 
matters are the active concern of our Shop Survey Division.

Modern shopping streets are designed as a whole; but the shop is still an individual place. 
This problem of retaining individuality within the governing framework demands skill and 
ingenuity. Problems such as the relationship of shop exterior to interior, the adjusting of 
the shopfront to the class of trade, must all be taken into consideration. 

The shopping centre is planned in relation to the civic needs of the town. But the shop remains, 
within this new orderly framework, an individual problem, affected by the wants of the 
public and the business of the shopkeeper.

EXHIBITION OF CONTEMPORARY BRITISH 


ARCHITECTURE 1944 


This Exhibition, of which a preliminary announcement has 
already appeared in the March JourNat, will consist of a selection 
of work by British architects executed or proposed since 1935, 


illustrating buildings and groups of buildings by means of photo- 


graphs, drawings and models. Several recent exhibitions have 


shown the contribution of the profession to major problems of 


B* 
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planning, and the public have displayed a lively interest. It is 
felt that the time has now arrived to illustrate the more detailed 
contribution which the architect has to make. 


The Exhibition will be held at the R.I.B.A. during September 
and October, and in order to obtain contributions as fully repre- 
sentative as possible of British architecture, an open invitation is 
being extended by the President and Council to all British 
architects to submit for selection examples of their work illustrated 
by photographs, drawings and models. It is hoped that this 
Exhibition will form the first of a series. Obviously no guarantee 
can be given that all material submitted will be accepted, but it is 
hoped that there will be a good response from the profession. 


Architects intending to submit works are asked to pay particular 
attention to the following instructions :— 


(1) All works intended for the Exhibition must be delivered, unpacked, 
at the R.I.B.A., 66 Portland Place, W.1, on one of the following 
days :— 

Friday, 1 September (8.30 a.m.-5.30 p.m.) 
Saturday, 2 September (8.30 a.m.-12 noon) 
Monday, 4 September (8.30 a.m.-5.30 p.m.) 


Exhibits from the provinces should, if possible, be sent through an 
agent for delivery, unpacked, at the R.I.B.A. on one of the above 
days. 

(2) No applicant may submit more than three exhibits, which may 
consist of (i) single photographs or groups of photographs in one 
frame or mount showing a single building ; (ii) single drawings or 
groups of drawings in one frame or mount showing a single building ; 
(iii) models. 


(3) It is recommended that photographs, including mount or frame, 
should measure 18 in. by 25 in. and that drawings should be about 
Imperial size. Very large or very small drawings are liable to be 
rejected on account of size. It is not essential that drawings and 
photographs should be framed, but the latter must be mounted. 
In general, photographs of executed work would be preferred to 
perspective drawings. If perspectives are submitted, the name of 
the draughtsman as well as the designer must appear on each 
drawing. 


In order to make ample accommodation for models, architects 
wishing to submit these should write before submission stating size 
and, if possible, enclosing a photozraph. 


(5) Exhibits must be labelled on the back, stating title and name and 

address of exhibitor. Labels and declaration forms, without which 
no exhibits can be accepted (except from architects absent on war 
service and prisoners of war), may be obtained from the Acting 
Secretary, R.I.B.A. Application (enclosing stamped addressed 
envelope) should be made during June and July, stating the number 
of exhibits it is proposed to send.

Every possible care will be taken of works submitted but the 
R.I.B.A. will not hold itself responsible in any case of injury or loss. 


Before submitting their works architects are asked to ensure that 
their exhibits would not, if publicly displayed, infringe war-time 
censorship regulations.

In the case of architects absent on war service, restrictions as to 
size and presentation of photographs and drawings will be relaxed 
as far as practicable so as to obtain as representative an exhibition 
as possible at the present time.

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TENDERING WITHOUT BILLS OF QUANTITIES 


The Council of the London Master Builders’ Association has by 
resolution amended the Regulation of the Association regarding 
the provision of quantities for tendering to read as follows :— 


** Members shall undertake not to tender in competition for works 
exceeding £1,500 in total value without quantities being supplied. 
This undertaking shall not apply to contracts for repairs, painting and 
decorating.” 


The amendment, which is in accordance with a decision of the 
National Federation of Building Trades Employers and _ the 
strict observance of which is obligatory upon all members of the 
Association, represents an increase in the cost of works for which 
quantities must be supplied. 


The last announcement on this subject was contained in a note 
published in the JouRNAL on 23 September 1922, which recom- 
mended that contractors should be supplied with bills of quanti- 
ties in the case of ordinary works exceeding £1,000. 


THE ASHPITEL PRIZE, 1943 


The Ashpitel Prize, which is a prize of books to the value of £20, 
awarded to the candidate who, taking the Final Examination to 
qualify as an Associate, shall most highly distinguish himself 
among the candidates in the Final Examinations of the year, has 
been awarded to Mr. Maurice Charles Jarrett, A.R.I.B.A. 


BALDWIN AND ANOTHER v. THE MAYOR, ALDERMEN 
AND BURGESSES OF THE BOROUGH OF FINSBURY 


This case in which Mr. Justice Tucker delivered judgment on 
3 March last, emphasises the necessity for architects employed by 
borough councils to have their appointments under the Seal of 
the Council. The plaintiffs lost their action for fees because of 
the absence of a formal appointment under Seal. The amount 
of the fees claimed was not disputed as the defendant council 
called no evidence in regard to the quantum. 


The fees claimed were on the basis of the R.I.B.A. Scale and 
the Judge found that that would be the sum recoverable under the 
Scale, and that if the Scale did not apply but the plaintiffs were 
entitled merely to reasonable remuneration, then the same result 
would follow. This is an important judicial finding that where 
all the work set out in the Scale has been done then the Scale is 
reasonable remuneration. Nevertheless, there is no reason why 
members should not, at the time of their appointment, make the 
Scale one of the terms of their appointment, as they have so often 
been advised to do by the R.I.B.A. 


THE R.1.B.A. AND HOUSE DESIGN COMPETITIONS 


Several competitions are being held or are in contemplation 
for the design of houses of different forms of construction. The 
R.I.B.A. is, of course, always ready to help in advising on the 
holding of such competitions, but it should be made clear that 
the fact that the President has nominated an Assessor or Assessors 
for any particular competition does not imply the approval or 
blessing of the Institute on the particular form of construction 
concerned.

The Council 


The Presidency 

After three strenuous years as President Mr. W. H. Ansell 
retired at the end of the Session 1942-43. Tribute has been paid 
to his devoted and untiring work for the Institute and the pro- 
fession. Despite a serious illness Mr. Ansell carried out his 
duties in three particularly difficult years of the Institute’s 
history with signal success. At the urgent request of the Council 
he agreed to continue with Mr. J. Hubert Worthington, Vice- 
President, as one of the R.I.B.A. representatives on the Advisory 
Council of the Ministry of Works. 

The Council were extremely fortunate in persuading Mr. 
Percy Thomas, who was President in 1935-37, to take up the 
burden of office again ; fortunate, because it would perhaps 
have been impossible to find a more suitable successor to Mr. 
Ansell than Mr. Thomas, with his wide experience of the affairs 
of the Institute and the Allied Societies, and his close contacts 
with the various Ministries and the other sections of the Building 
Industry. 


Retirement of Sir Ian MacAlister 

After 36 years as Secretary, Sir Ian MacAlister retired on 
the 31 December 1943. Mr. C. D. Spragg, Assistant Secretary 
since 1926 has been appointed Acting Secretary, and Mr. J. B. 
Turner has been appointed Acting Assistant Secretary. Mr. 
Everard Haynes has been released from his duties as a Lt.-Col. 
at the War Office to resume his work as Secretary to the Board 
of Architectural Education. 

Unfortunately it was necessary to postpone the presentation 
to Sir Ian and Lady MacAlister, arranged for the 21 March, 
owing to an accident to Sir Ian on the 2 March, which would 
have prevented his attendance. A later date will be fixed for 
this ceremony when Sir Ian has recovered and members will join 
the Council in their sincere wishes for Sir Ian’s complete and 
speedy recovery and many years of happy retirement. 

Cabinet Ministers and the Council 

The Council have been greatly honoured at some of their 

recent meetings by the presence of Cabinet Ministers who have 


given informal talks on the work of their respective Ministries. 
Lord Portal has spoken on the work of the Ministry of Works at 
the Council meetings on 8 December 1942 and 18 January 1944 ; 
Mr. W.S. Morrison, Minister of Town and Country Planning, and 
Mr. H. G. Strauss, the Parliamentary Secretary to the Ministry, 
addressed the Council on 29 June 1943 ; and more recently, on 
15 February, 1944, Mr. Henry Willink gave a short talk to the 
Council on Post-War Housing with which his Department, the 
Ministry of Health, is so closely concerned. 

Reconstruction 

As envisaged in last year’s Annual Report, the work of the 
various groups of the Reconstruction Committee, with the ex- 
ception of the Housing Group, having been completed the 
Committee was wound up in May last, and a small Com- 
mittee appointed to deal with any matters arising from the 
work of the old Committee which might require attention. 
The report of the Housing Group which was completed at the 
end of 1943, has been submitted to the various Committees 
concerned and it is hoped will be available for publication at 
an early date. 

The ‘Rebuilding Britain’ Exhibition has been and is still 
on tour in the principal cities and towns, together with the 
smaller replicas which were made of it. These arrangements 
have been made by the Council for the Encouragement of Music 
and the Arts (C.E.M.A.) and the British Institute for Adult 
Education (B.1I.A.E.). 

The exhibition of the work of the London Regionai Recon- 
struction Committee at the National Gallery in June attracted 
great public interest and attention and the plans and drawings 
have been on exhibition at the R.I.B.A. since October last. 

The work of the Central Planning Advisory Committee is dealt 
with elsewhere in this report. 

Members in the Forces and Demobilisation 

The Council have continued to press for the early demobilisation 
of architects and architectural students immediately on the 
cessation of hostilities and the steps which are being taken to

Designation of Architects on the Statutory Register 

The resolution appoved by the Council was published in 
the February number of the JouRNAL. Copies of the resolution 
have been sent to the Government Departments concerned, 
to local authoritics and many business undertakings employing 
architectural staffs. 

Revision of Ordnance Survey Maps 

On the recommendation of the Architecture and Public 
Utilities Committee (Ministry of Labour and National Service) 
representations have been made to the Minister of Town and 
Country Planning, urging the importance of bringing Ordnance 
Survey Maps up-to-date in readiness for post-war planning and 
reconstruction. 

House Construction of a Definite Limited Life. Pre- 
fabrication and Standardisation 

The memorandum submitted at the request of the Ministry 
of Health on “‘ House Construction of a Definite Limited Life ” 
was published in the JouRNAL in October. 

In view of the Government’s intention to adopt a programme 
of short-life housing, an ‘ad hoc’ Committee, composed of 
representatives of the Official Architects’ Committee, the Housing 
Committee, and the Housing Group of the Reconstruction 
Committee, has been appointed to draw up constructive pro- 
posals as to safeguards which might be applied. 

The Council’s memorandum on Prefabrication and Standard- 
isation was published in the JouRNAL in December. 


Post-War Housing: Joint Conference of Representa- 
tives of R.I.B.A., National House-Builders’ Regis- 
tration Council and the Building Societies Asso- 
ciation

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The War and the R.I.B.A. 

While it has been possible in this report to give in more detail 
an account of the various activities of the Institute than has 
been possible in previous war-time Annual Reports, it is fair to 
say that it cannot give a true picture of the devoted work which 
has been carried out by the Honorary Officers and a very large 
number of hard-working members of Council and Committees. 

Much of what has been done cannot be published even if 
there were sufficient space available. Suffice it to say that 
their efforts have been continuously directed towards assisting 
the war effort and safeguarding the material interests of members 
and in particular doing whatever can be done at this stage to 
ensure that those members who are serving shall receive a square 
deal on their return. 

The number of members in the forces has again greatly in- 
creased, as will be shown by the lists published in the JouRNAL 
from time to time. As a result of the Institute’s efforts a great 
many have been assisted to obtain commissions in the Royal 
Engineers and other appropriate branches of the services. 

It is gratifying to note that in spite of the war there has been a 
steady increase in the strength of the Institute.

Architects’ Registration Council 

The Annual Report of the Architects’ Registration Council 
has been circulated with the Journat to Fellows and Associates. 
On 31 December 1943, the Register contained the names of 
14,984 persons ; 208 were admitted during the year. Of these 
42 were practising architects, 66 qualified architectural assistants, 
and 92 qualified by examination ; 248 applicants were rejected ; 
52 appeals from persons rejected by the Council were heard by 
the Appeal Tribunal, of which 17 were allowed on further evi- 
dence, and 35 rejected. 

Some 70 per cent. of the applications from persons claiming 
under the 1938 Act or as qualified architectural assistants, have 
now been disposed of by the Admission Committee, leaving a 
balance to be dealt with at the beginning of the year of 837. 
The majority of outstanding applications are either cases which 
have been put in abeyance until the end of the War, the appli- 
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cants being overseas, or cases in which the applicants have failed 
to reply to requests for evidence in support of their claims. 

Scholarships awarded during the year amounted to £600 
tenable annually for a total period of five years. The renewal 
of existing Scholarships amounted to £1,740. 

Prosecutions were successfully undertaken in three cases against 
persons for carrying on business under the title of Architect not 
being registered, and warnings have been issued to a number of 
persons in cases of a less serious character. 

The Council of the R.I.B.A. were opposed to the raising of the 
retention fee from ten shillings to one pound and did their best to 
assist in finding some solution to the financial difficulties of the 
A.R.C.U.K., which would have made so large an increase 
unnecessary. Unfortunately owing to a combination of circum- 
stances the representatives of the R.I.B.A. and the Allied Societies 
were outvoted at the meeting of the Architects’ Registration 
Council at which the increase was decided upon. 


Codes of Practice 

In 1942 the Codes of Practice Committee was set up for the 
purpose of preparing Codes of Practice for civil enginecring, 
public works, building and constructional work. ‘The Com- 
mittee consists of nominees of the principal technical institutions, 
the British Standards Institution, and the Building Industries 
National Council. The personnel will be found in the First and 
Second Reports of the Committee published last year, together 
with full information of the work contemplated. 

The R.1.B.A., as one of the constituent bodies of the Com- 
mittee, has appointed committees to prepare Codes for external 
walling, roof coverings, internal walls, and partitions and finish- 
ings to floors, stairs, and walls, together with the decoration of 
surfaces. These committees are proceeding with drafting their 
respective Codes, having in mind housing and schools as priority 
buildings. 

Draft Codes are first submitted to the Codes of Practice Com- 
mittee, and are then circulated in draft form to those connected 
with the building industry for comment. All comments will 
be considered before a Code of Practice is authorised to be 
issued, 


National Buildings Record 

The Record completed three years’ work on 1 February 1944. 
Its recent activities have included a co-ordinating survey of the 
coastal areas likely to be affected by military operations, as well 
as further photography in individual towns throughout the 
country. A scheme has been initiated for the acquisition of 
negatives of contemporary architecture ; and further steps have 
been taken to co-ordinate measured drawings activities in the 
schools. 

The R.I.B.A. has continued its assistance to the Record by 
the loan of accommodation at Portland Place and in other ways. 


The Building Industries’ National Council 

Perhaps the most outstanding feature of the year under review 
has been the successful organisation by the Council of the Building 
Congress held in July last. The general object of the Congress was 
to enable those in both official and private positions to meet and 
consider some of the problems involved in the work of the building 
industries in the reconstruction period. The Congress, besides 
hearing addresses from five Cabinet Ministers and two Parlia- 
mentary Secretaries, provided the opportunity for representatives 
of the building professions and industries and other interested 
parties to express their aspirations, and to discuss their diffi- 
culties in relation to post-war building activity. 

Following the Congress there was a general feeling that the 
Council should in future : (7) provide a more vigorous spearhead 
on behalf of the industries in their relations with Government 
on all matters affecting their common concerns ; (ii) maintain 
a more effective means of central action on matters affecting 
the general wellbeing of the industries ; (ii7) a special committee 
was accordingly appointed to consider what action should be 
taken in relation to these points. The Council has already 
adopted recommendations relating to the organisation of the 
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(ouncil’s work and for increased secretariat. Proposals for the 
purpose of strengthening the Council’s constitution are now under 
consideration. In particular the facilities provided for economic 
and technical research and investigation on behalf of the in- 
custries are being considerably extended. Such re-organisation 
and expansion has necessarily involved increased financial 
commitments and the Royal Institute has joined in providing 
additional financial support. 

In addition to the foregoing activities the Council has con- 
tinued and developed its usual work. Much of this work during 
the past year has been directed towards the more effective 
assimilation into building practice and legislation of the results 
of technical progress. During the past year a revised edition of 
the Code of Practice for Electric Passenger and Goods Lifts and 
Escalators has been published ; the Lifts and Escalators Panel 
has made arrangements for dealing with any enquiries which 
may be made in relation to the Code. The Fire Prevention 
Panel has been engaged on drawing up proposals which might 
appropriately be adopted as the basis of national legislation on 
requirements as to means of escape and also in drafting a Code 
to be read in conjunction with its main recommendations. The 
Sub-Committee on Technical and Industrial Research has 
provided the means of a central view on behalf of the industry 
being taken in relation to the work of such bodies as the Codes of 
Practice Committee and the Standards Committee ; the Sub- 
Committee has also had under consideration the question of 
the future principles and basis of technical policy within the 
industry. 


The County Architects’ Society 
The County Architects’ Society had its inaugural meeting in 
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October 1942 and will hold its second annual general meeting in 
June next. 

Every county architect or county education architect holding a 
full-time appointment is eligible, but membership is necessarily 
restricted to England and Wales as only those councils are 
included which come within the scope of the County Councils 
Association. Practically every eligible architect in the country 
is a member, and the County Councils Association has recognised 
the Society. The majority of its members are members of the 
R.1.B.A., but whilst free to own allegiance to any professional 
body they attend meetings which are held at the R.I.B.A. 
Headquarters, where association between the Society and the 
Institute has been intimate and cordial. 

The Society has for its objects the following :— 

(a) To discuss all architectural and allied matters affecting County 

Councils and Local Education Authorities served by members of 
the Society. 


(6) To arrange for the collation of information and to provide a 
means whereby the knowledge and experience of its members can 
be made available to its own members and/or their Councils. 

(c) To promote discussion on professional, administrative, technical, 


and other matters of concern to the Society, and to afford help to 
members in their duties and problems. 

The Society has, since its formation, established contacts with 
the Ministry of Works, Board of Education and Ministry of Fuel, 
and has also referred to the R.I.B.A. questions of joint concern 
affecting administrative and professional matters. Representing 
as it does a very large body of official architectural opinion, it has 
in common with the private practising architect the maintenance 
and improvement of architectural standards and the welfare of the 
profession. 


THE BOARD OF ARCHITECTURAL EDUCATION 


Since the last Annual Report the Board of Architectural 
Education have held 2 meetings, and the Officers of the Board 
have held 14 meetings. 

Mr. Stanley C. Ramsey was reappointed Chairman of the 
Board, Mr. Basil M. Sullivan, Mr. J. S. Allen and Mr. T. E. 
Scott were appointed Vice-Chairmen, and Mr. Romilly B. Craze 
and Mr. C. S. White Joint Hon. Secretaries. 

Mr. Martin S. Briggs [F.] has attended the meetings of the 
Officers of the Board to give them the benefit of his advice. 
R.I.B.A. Visiting Board 

Since the last Annual Report the Visiting Board have paid 
a visit to the School of Architecture of the Southern College of 
Art, Portsmouth (at present evacuated to Winchester). 
Examinations for Prisoners of War 

Arrangements were made in 1942, with the invaluable help 
of the British Red Cross Society and St. John War Organisation, 
for holding the R.I.B.A. Intermediate and Final Examinations 
in a number of Prisoner-of-War Camps in Germany, and these 
arrangements have been continued. Candidates are permitted 
to take any or all of the subjects of the Intermediate Examination, 
and in the case of the Final Examination all subjects except 
Design and Professional Practice. The examinations were 
successfully held in four Camps between March and June 1943. 

Most of the candidates received books to help them with 
their studies through the special prisoner-of-war scheme which 
is being organised by the R.I.B.A. through the generous 
provision of a substantial fund collected by Mr. Richard 
Coppock [Hon.A.], Secretary of the N.F.B.T.O., in co-operation 
with the British Red Cross and St. John War Organisation. 
Committee on the Training of Architects in Town 

Planning 

Since the last Annual Report the Committee have held 8 
meetings. ‘They have now presented their Final Report to the 
Council, who have given general approval in principle subject 
to negotiations to take place with the Town Planning Institute. 
Salaries of Teachers in Technical Schools: Burnham 

Committee 

The Board have made representations regarding the salaries 

of Teachers in Schools of Architecture to the Burnham Com- 


mittee, which is at present engaged in reviewing the scale of 

salaries for teachers. 

Concessions to Students whose training has been 
interrupted by War Service 

The Council, on the recommendation of the Board, have 
approved certain R.I.B.A. examination concessions applicable 
to students whose training has been interrupted by war service. 
This is a matter of great importance to many men in the Forces 
and in other forms of National Service. 

The Government’s ‘‘ Further Education and Training 

Scheme ”’ 

The Board are collaborating with the Ministry of Labour 
and National Service in the machinery for dealing with applica- 
tions for assistance under this scheme. Steps have been taken 
to give the scheme the widest possible publicity. 

Report of the Special Committee on Architectural 

Education 

Since the last Annual Report the Special Committee on 
Architectural Education have held 2 meetings (exclusive of 
meetings of Sub-Committees). 

The Committee are now engaged on the preparation of their 
Final Report, which it is hoped to present to the Board of 
Architectural Education at a very early date. 

Pamphlet on Office Experience and Business Training 

The Special Committee on Architectural Education have 
prepared a pamphlet on Office Experience and Business Training. 
It is being issued to all students passing or qualifying for exemp- 
tion from the R.I.B.A. Intermediate Examination. 
Enrolment of Probationers 

During the year 1 March 1943 to 29 February 1944, 817 
probationers have been enrolled. 

Intermediate Examination Testimonies of Study 

During the year ended 29 February 1944, 170 sets of Inter- 
mediate Examination Testimonies of Study were considered 
and 128 were approved. 

Final Examination Testimonies of Study 

During the year ended 29 February 1944, 266 Testimonies 

of Study have been considered and 222 have been approved. 
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Final and Special Final Examina- 
ons 

The R.1.B.A. Intermediate Examination has been held twice in the 
United Kingdom. . 

The R.I.B.A. Final and Special Final Examinations have been held 
twice in the United Kingdom and once in Bombay and Southern 
Rhodesia.

THE ARCHITECTURAL SCIENCE BOARD 


The Board was formally constituted in August, 1942, with the 
following terms of reference : : 

‘““To promote the use and facilitate the acquisition of 
science in the advancement of architecture.” 

Its membership includes, in addition to members of the 
R.1.B.A., scientists in various fields akin to building, representa- 
tives of the Building Research Station, D.S.I.R., and the Medical 
Research Council. 

The most widely publicised activity of the Board has been the 
series of authoritative lectures on developments of scientific 
research in building subjects. The subjects included ‘ Building 
site foundation design,” ‘* Planning for daylight,” ‘‘ Artificial 
lighting,” ‘‘ Noise in buildings,” ‘‘ Weathering of Building 
Materials,’ “ Fleating and Ventilation,” “‘ Hygiene and Sani- 
tation,” and developments in welded structures, timber struc- 
tures, and concrete framework. ‘The Board has not only had 
lecturers distinguished by their learning, but has welcomed as 
chairmen of certain of the lectures the Parliamentary Secretaries 
to the Ministries of Works and Town Planning, the Chairman of 


the Building Research Council, the Secretary of the D.S.1.R., 
and the Director-General of the Ministry of Works. 


The Board proposes to arrange for similar lectures to be given 
in Provincial Centres in conjunction with Allied Societies. Past 
lecturers have agreed to give their notes and any other assistance 
if they are unable personally to lecture locally. 

The Architectural Science Group originally prepared two 
documents on ‘*‘ The Place of Science in Architectural Educa- 
tion’ and *“‘ The Teaching of Construction,” which have been 
completed by the Board and forwarded to the Council. 


General reference has often been made to the present unsatis- 
factory lack of method in arranging for the results of scientific 
investigation to be made known to and used by both professional 
men and the building industry generally. The Board has been 
studying this and is making recommendations to the Council. 

The Board now makes recommendations to the Pre sident 
R.I.B.A., regarding the nomination of representatives on British 
Standards Institution Committees. 


THE LIBRARY 


There is no event of outstanding importance to record in the 
Library Report. ‘The use made of both lending and reference 
libraries has continued at a high level. 


Library Reconstruction Committee 

In the autumn of 1943 the Council appointed a committee 
to consider the pre-war and present scope and organisation of 
the library and its future use and development. The Committee 
elected Mr. W. H. Ansell (Past-President) as its chairman. 
This committee has held four meetings and has made good pro- 
gress in the survey stage of its work. A sub-committee has been 
appointed to examine the library’s services in the special fields of 
architecture, planning and building science and_ technology, 
and to study the possibilities of co-operation with other libraries 
in these fields. 
Representative on the British Standards Institution 

Mr. Denis M. Roberts [A.] was appointed by the Council 
to represent the R.I.B.A. on the B.S.I. Committee responsible 
for the production of an English edition of the Universal Decimal 
Classification. 
Collection of Architectural Photographs 

Arising largely from demands reaching the library for material 
to illustrate popular lectures to the Forces and the public generally, 
a special loan collection of full-plate photographs is being formed 
with the aid of a grant from C.E.M.A. and in collaboration with 
the Housing Centre. Five copies of the collection are being 
taken by the Army Bureau of Cultural Affairs and the R.I.B.A. 
and Housing Centre will hold two each for hire at low rates 


to lecturers, etc. The funds received will be used to maintain 
and extend the collection. 


The Librarian’s Visit to the U.S.A. 

During 1943 the Librarian, as chairman of the Association of 
Special Libraries and Information Bureaux (Aslib), visited the 
U.S.A. on behalf of the Rockefeller Foundation, largely 
to discuss problems of library organisation and international 
co-operation and to study American advances in processes of 
documentary reproduction. He was able to visit several of the 
most important architectural libraries, including those at Harvard 
and Columbia Universities, and to establish useful contacts. 


Book Accessions 
During the year the library has received many valuable gifts. 


Mrs. Henry Noel, a past benefactor of the library, has presented 
a collection of drawings of the sculptures at Wells and Lincoln 
Cathedrals by Alfred Stevens and Charles Robert Cockerell, 
R.A., her grandfather. She has also lent C. R. Cockerell’s 
great painting, “‘ A tribute to Sir Christopher Wren,” for the 
duration of the war. Mr. Frank Loughborough Pearson 
[Ret.F.] presented virtually the whole of the fine library collected 
by his father, J. L. Pearson, R.A. This gift includes 64 works 
not previously in the R.I.B.A. collection, for addition to the 
reference library ; 33 duplicates for the lending library ; and 
126 works which have been reserved for substitution for existing 
reference library books or for distribution to the allied societies. 
The gift also included a folio album of over 50 pencil drawings by 
James Deason (c. 1850), mostly of Eton College and places in 
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ormandy. In addition to these outstanding gifts, we have 
--ceived innumerable benefits from the generosity of members 
ho have given single books of interest—one of the most interest- 

ig being a copy, probably the only one in England, of C. 
(‘orbusier’s La Maison des Hommes, 1942, given by Gerald Nodes, 

1 enthusiastic library user from the Regent Street Polytechnic, 
ho bought it in Constantine, Algeria. We have continued to 
receive gifts from American architectural organisations and 
publishers. 
i he Staff 

The staff remains at the size to which it was reduced as a war- 
time economy measure—three persons (about one-quarter of 
the librarian’s time being given to the JOURNAL), which means 
that developments cannot be effected over the whole front, 
and that, as bigger demands make themselves felt in one depart- 
ment, e.g. loan book issues, there has to be a corresponding 
reduction in the attention that is paid to other parts, e.g. repair 
work or cataloguing. The new Reconstruction Library Com- 
mittee has these difficulties under review. 

R.1.B.A. Prisoner of War Book Scheme 

As a result of the continued generosity of Mr. Richard Coppock, 
ihe scope of the Prisoners-of-War Scheme has been much extended 
during the year. 

In the early part of 1943 the R.I.B.A. undertook, on behalf 
of the Red Cross, to shoulder the responsibility for answering 
all P.O.W. requests for architectural, town planning, surveying 
and building books. A considerable burden has thus been 
lifted from the Red Cross organisation in this particular field. 
The books are sent direct by Messrs. Batsford on the R.I.B.A.’s 
behalf under Red Cross labels. 

The Institute is now in personal touch with more than a 
thousand building industry prisoners, about 100 of whom are 
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R.I.B.A. members, students or probationers, to all of whom 
one or more individual letters have been sent. To date about 
7,000 books have been despatched to camp libraries and to 
individual men. 

In the event of transport of books direct from England becoming 
difficult, it is hoped to meet the demand for books in part, at 
any rate, through a reserve which has been accumulated at 
Geneva. 

Permission has now been given by the censoring authorities 
to allow the R.I.B.A. JouRNAL to be despatched to prison camps. 

Reports on the Prisoner-of-War Scheme have been submitted 
from time to time to the War Executive Committee, and extracts 
from letters received from prisoners appeared in the November 
JoURNAL, 

Library Statistics 

Since the date of the last report, 1,044 books and pamphlets, excluding 
periodicals and some serial pamphlets, have been added to the Library. 
as compared with 949 in 1942-43—an increase of 10 per cent. This figure 
includes 781 (843 in 1942-43) to the Reference and 263 (106 in 1942-43) 
to the Loan. The Reference figure includes 133 MSS., typescripts and 
duplicated typescripts. It includes the Prentice collection, mentioned 
in last vear’s report but excluded from its figures, which comprised 97 
volumes to the Reference and 89 to the Loan; it also includes the Millard 
donation. The figure still excludes the Gotch collection, and also does 
not include the recent Pearson donation. There were also 19 (21 last 
vear) drawings and prints, or sets of them, including those particularised 
above. 

During the year there have been 7,900 books issued on Ioan. 
Periodicals 

There are now 138 periodicals being received from 17 different countries. 
including 11 foreign countries—the Argentine, Iceland, Palestine, Spain, 
Sweden, Switzerland, Turkey, the U.S.S.R.. the U.S.A., Uruguay (a 
renewed acquisition), and the West Indies—a remarkably wide area 
considering war conditions. 

Review of Pertodicals and Accession Lists 
Seventeen (14 last year) subscribers are sent off-prints of the ‘* Review 
of Periodicals,’ and 4 (5 last year) that of ‘* Accessions to the Library.” 


COMMITTEE REPORTS 


THE R.I.B.A. CENTRAL ADVISORY COMMITTEE 
ON NATIONAL PLANNING 


1. The Committee 

The personnel of the Central Advisory Committee on National 
Planning was appointed by the Council of the R.I.B.A. in August 
1943, and after officers were elected at their first meeting on 
4 August, their names and offices were as follows :

Chairman), Henry V. Ashley (Hon. Treasurer), Henry Braddock (Hon.

V. O. Rees, J. S. Allen (Leeds), W. T. Benslyn (Birmingham), G. Noel 
Hill (Manchester), ‘T. Cecil Howitt (Nottingham). 

Messrs. W. T. Benslyn and T. C. Howitt were appointed to a 
Finance Sub-Committee together with the Hon. Officers as 
ex-officio members. 

Mr. Verner O. Rees asked to be released from his office as 
Joint Hon. Secretary owing to pressure of work as from October 
1943, to which the Committee regretfully agreed. Mr. Henry 
Braddock continued in this office. 

Mr. Henry Tatham was appointed as Liaison Officer in Decem- 
ber 1943. 

The Committee have continued sitting at intervals of approxi- 
mately 10 days and have to date met 16 times. 


2. Allied Societies 

In response to a request by the C.A.C., Allied Societies have in 
most cases set up an Allied Planning Committee, and have 
appointed a Liaison Officer to assist in co-ordinating the work of 
their various Chapters and Branches, and to maintain contact 
with the C.A.C,. 


3. Policy 

The intention of the C.A.C. in preparing a National Plan is to 
illustrate an approach towards solving the problem of producing 
a lasting “‘ betterment ” of conditions for living and industry in 
this country. 

It is intended to publish a plan which will take the form of a 


“first sketch ” forming the basis for more complete proposals 
and upon which regional and other plans might be developed. 

The National Plan will, therefore, not overlap or duplicate 
other work which may be undertaken by various authorities 
throughout the country, but should be preparatory to them and 
form a sound guide for development. 


4. The Work 
The combined work of the C.A.C. and the Allied Committees 
has been divided into two stages : 


Stace 1. THE COLLECTION oF FACTUAL INFORMATION 
Every effort has been made to keep this arduous task to a 
minimum. Many Allied Committees have been successful in 
obtaining information through their approach to Local Authori- 
ties, and through the knowledge and observation of their members. 
The C.A.C. have also made useful contacts w:th various bodies, 
a list of whom is given below :

Part 1.—Proposals regarding road, rail and canal systems are 
submitted by Allied Committees to C.A.C. together with pro- 
posals on land usage, open space, preservation, sea-coast, treat- 
ment of rivers, etc., under the following heads : 

(a) Areas that should be in public ownership. 

(6) Areas that should remain in private ownership but 
subject to restriction of use. 

(c) Areas suitable for development (living and industrial). 

This information in the form of reports and drawings is then 
co-ordinated by the C.A.C. office which provides the Allied 
Committees with a report and co-ordinated map of proposals and 
establishing liaison with adjoining areas. 

Part 2.—Proposals with regard to the regrouping and recen- 
tralising of industry subject to Part 1. 

Part 3.—Proposals with regard to distribution of public utility 
services, i.e., gas, electricity, water, in relation to the new condi- 
tions derived from Parts 1 and 2. ‘ ; 

Part 1 of Stage 2 described, is now being carried out in respect 
of some Allied Committees who are most advanced with their 
work. 


Finance 

On setting up the C.A.C., the R.I.B.A. supported its work by a 
grant totalling £1,300 and the South-Eastern Society has gener- 
ously made a grant towards the C.A.C. expenses. 

The volume and importance of the work undertaken make it 
clear that further financial assistance would be required. In 
consequence the R.I.B.A. have made a private appeal for further 
substantial support. 

As a result of this appeal, it is hoped that sufficient funds will 
be at the disposal of the Committee not only to meet their own 
commitments, such as staff salaries, general office expenses and 
Exhibition costs, but also in like manner to assist the Allied 
Committees many of whom up to date have and are doing a vast 
amount of work voluntarily. 

The C.A.C. feel that it is appropriate to express appreciation of 
the work done, which has already revealed a unanimity of 
opinion towards a single aim of producing a National Plan.

A small number of competitions has been dealt with by the 
Committee during the period under review and _ negotiations 
with promoters are proceeding in other cases. 

Regulations 

On the recommendation of the Committee the following 
amendments to the Regulations for the Promotion and Conduct 
of Architectural Competitions have been approved by the 
Council :— 

Regulation (A) to read : 

“The nomination for every competition of an assessor or 
assessors who shal] be architects of acknowledged standing and 
whose names shall be submitted to the President of the R.I.B.A. 
for approval and to whom the whole of the designs shall be 
submitted.” 

To the paragraph reading : ‘‘ The President of the R.I.B.A. 
is always prepared to act as honorary advisor to promoters in 
their appointment of assessors’ add the words ‘‘. . . and it 


is customary for promoters to avail themselves of his advice.” 
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Directions for Assessors” 

The following amendments to the “‘ Directions for Assessors ”’ 
have also been approved on the recommendation of the Com- 
mittee 

Additional paragraph to Clause 6: 

** It is suggested that an assessor, when drawing up his award, 
might bear in mind the desirability of commending designs of 
merit which are not premiated. Such commendation would 
be an encouragement to a competitor and would show him 
that he was working on the right lines. As in the case of the 
premiated designs, however, care should be taken not to commend 
any design which in any way contravened the conditions as 
amplified by the answers to questions.” 

Additional Clause 15 : 

** It is highly desirable that the assessor should have an inter- 
view with the successful competitior and give him the benefit 
of his advice.” 


THE DEMOBILISATION COMMITTEE 


The Demobilisation Committee consists of the following :

The Committee are continuing their work. Since the last 
Annual Report they have held three meetings. The Sub- 
Committee have held four meetings. 

The Committee are in close touch, through Mr. T. E. Scott, 
with the Higher Appointments Committee of the Ministry of 
Labour and National Service. 

The Council have approved proposals submitted by the 
Committee for setting up an organisation to deal with the problem 
of finding employment for architects and architectural assistants 
demobilised from the Services or released from other forms of 
national service. The organisation will consist of a card index 
to be based on questionnaires returned by probationers, students 
and members of the R.I.B.A., members of the Architectural 
Association and the Allied Societies. The questionnaires have 
been prepared and they will be circulated in the immediate 
future. The organisation will also be available to registered 
architects who are not members, students or probationers of 
any of the above bodies. 

The card index will make it possible for the R.I.B.A. to have 
knowledge of the available supply of architects and assistant 
architects, and to bring forward suitable names of candidates for 
available appointments. 

The Committee have also prepared a scheme for a special card 
index to be available for the use of the President when he is asked 
to suggest names of architects for particular commissions or 
appointments. ‘This special card index will constitute a record 
of the work carried out by members of the R.I.B.A. and will be 
confined to them. 


DIRECTORATE OF POST-WAR BUILDING 


Reports of the three Committees sponsored by the R.I.B.A. 
at the request of the Ministry of Works and Planning :— 


1. COMMITTEE ON THE ARCHITECTURAL UsE oF ButLpING MATERIALS 

The Committee having issued their Interim Report have continued 
to sit under the Chairmanship of Mr. Edward Maufe, A.R.A. [F.] 
and will shortly complete their Final Report, which is being prepared 
by their Editing Sub-Committee. Working alongside this is an 
Illustration Sub-Committee which is engaged on the examination and 
selection of photographs for the illustration of the Report. 


2. Business BurLpInGs COMMITTEE 

Committee. ‘The Committee consisted of 16 members. By the death 
of the Vice-Chairman, Mr. Jas. R. Adamson, and the resignation, 
owing to ill-health, of Mr. Francis Lorne, the Committee lost two 
valuable members. Mr. John H. Markham was nominated hy the 
Ministry in Mr. Lorne’s place. No Vice-Chairman was elected after 
Mr. Adamson’s death. 
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Meetings. ‘The first meeting was held on 13 April 1942. The main 

ommittee held 16 meetings, the last one being on 2 February 1944. 
! he average attendance at each meeting was 12. 

Visitors. The following visitors attended :—Sir Jas. West (one 
neeting), Sir Giles Gilbert Scott (two meetings), Mr. Peck, Bush House 
one meeting), Major Wallis and Mr. Rice (National Federation of 
silding Trades Employers (one meeting). 

Sub-Committees. The Report on Business Buildings was subdivided 
ito four sections 

1. Office Buildings. 2. Shops and Stores. 3. Warehouses. 4. 
ctories. 

Four Sub-Committees were elected from the main Committee to deal 
vith each subject, to prepare data and compile draft reports for dis- 
cussion by the main Committee. A Reports Committee was appointed 
to co-ordinate the work of all Sub-Committees, design the layout of the 
full report, edit Sub-Committees’ reports and prepare the complete 
document in its final draft form. 

Each Sub-Committee met on the average six times. The Reports 
Committee held 12 meetings. 

Draft Report. Draft copies of portions of the report were issued to 
the following authorities for comment :— 

Office Buildings —Mr. Peck, Bush House, representing the building 
owner, 

Shops and Stores.—The Retail Distributors’ Association. 

Factories—Myr. Courtauld, representing the factory owner. 

A Complete Draft of the Report was submitted to the National Federation 
of Building Trades’ Employers, who appointed Major Wallis and Mr. 
Rice as their representatives to read the report and to meet the Com- 
mittee, 

The comments and criticisms submitted by these authorities were 
fully considered and the Committee made such amendments in the 
report as were thought necessary. Draft copies of the complete report 
were issued by the Ministry to several key associations in industry. 
The comments received were noted and corrections made where the 
Committee agreed such were desirable. 

Final Report. From all the data produced by Sub-Committees and 
supplied by outside authorities the Reports Committee drafted the final 
document. The main Committee received copies of the final draft and 
this was approved by all concerned. 

The final document was delivered to the President of the R.I.B.A. 
on 28 January 1944, for approval and if approved for submission to the 
Ministry. 

It should be noted that the Ministry granted an extension of time 
beyond the original date for completion in order to obtain the com- 
ments from the outside authoritics who were consulted. 

3. CommirTEE ON WALLS, FLoors, Roors AND PARTITIONS 

This Committee have now prepared their final report, which has been 
circulated by the Ministry of Works to a number of trade organisations 
for comment. Many useful comments have been received and are 
being given consideration. It is hoped that the report will be submitted 
formally to the Ministry of Works by the end of March. 


THE EXHIBITION COMMITTEE 


This Committee was formed to consider a proposal to hold 
an Exhibition of Contemporary British Architecture in 1944, 
and to devise the form and organisation of such an exhibition. 

The Committee have approved the proposal, and recom- 
mended that the Exhibition shall take the form of a display of 
individual buildings and groups of buildings, rather than bigger 
planning schemes, and that the exhibits, consisting of drawings, 
photographs and models, shall be obtained by an open invitation 
to the profession to submit works for selection. 

Realising that many architects may be unable to submit 
works at this time, the Committee have also recommended that 
this be regarded as the first of a number of such exhibitions 
intended to provide similar opportunities in the future and which 
will, it is hoped, become important periodical surveys of British 
architecture under the auspices of this Institute. 

Arrangements are being made to hold the Exhibition this year 
in the R.I.B.A. building during the month of September, and 
preliminary notices of the event have already appeared in the 
technical journals. ‘These will shortly be followed by others, 
inviting all who can do so to submit work for this Exhibition, 
and so ensure its success.

Terms of Reference 

‘** To consider domestic architecture in relation to all classes 
of the community.” 

Proposed Exhibition of Domestic Architecture 

At the request of the War Executive Committee a considerable 
amount of preliminary work has been done in connection with 
the organisation of an exhibition of domestic architecture which 
would deal with all types of housing likely to be in demand after 
the war. It is not anticipated, however, that an exhibition of 
this scope can be arranged for some considerable time. 

House Construction of a Definite Limited Life 

In May 1943 the views of the Royal Institute on this subject 
were invited by a Sub-Committee of the Ministry of Health 
Central Housing Advisory Committee appointed to frame policy 
in relation to houses which it was intended should, after a certain 
time, remain standing only if licensed. 

In the opinion of the Housing Committee the memorandum 
subsequently submitted by the War Executive Committee to 
the Ministry (and published in the JouRNAL in October 1943) 
tended merely to stress the dangers inherent in such a policy, 
and they therefore welcomed the later decision to appoint an 
ad hoc committee, including representatives of the Housing 
Committee, to formulate constructive proposals as to safeguards 
which might be applied to short-life housing. At the time of 
preparation of this report the recommendations of the ad hoc 
committee were not yet available. 

Exhibition of War-time American Housing 

The Committee have secured the co-operation of the United 
States Office of War Information in staging at the R.I.B.A. an 
exhibition of house construction in America during the war, 
which it is hoped will be on view later this year. ‘The exhibition 
has been assembled in the United States by the Museum of 
Modern Art and with the collaboration of the National Housing 
Administration. 


THE LECTURES COMMITTEE 

This Committee was appointed by the War Executive Com- 
mittee for the Session 1943-44 as follows : 

Darcy Braddell, Miss Jane Drew (resigned), L. G. Pearson (Hon. 
Secretary), Thomas Sharp (Chairman), Gordon Stephenson. 

The Committee have been carrying on the work of the Lectures 
Sub-Committee set up by the Public Relations Group of the 
Reconstruction Committee. A Register of Lecturers was drawn 
up by the Sub-Committee, and with the help of the Allied Societies, 
the new Committee have been trying to extend this Register and 
bring it up-to-date, in order to meet the growing demand for 
lecturers from all over the country. Requests have been met 
from local authorities, teachers’ training colleges, schools, girls’ 
clubs, Townswomen’s Guilds and many other local societies for 
lectures on the appreciation of architecture, modern architecture 
and town planning and housing, particularly in relation to post- 
war reconstruction. 

The Committee have worked in collaboration with the Housing 
Centre, C.E.M.A. (in connection with the ‘ Rebuilding Britain ” 
Exhibition) and the Workers’ Educational Association. 

It is hoped that Allied Societies will be prepared to meet any 
requests they may receive from Local Education Authorities for 
lecturers to teachers on architectural appreciation, town planning 
and the industrial arts.

Membership

Employment of Official Architects by Local Authorities 

On the recommendation of the Committee, a letter was sent 
by the Council to all local authorities with populations of 40,000 
and over, urging them to employ official architects as heads of 
independent departments, if they do not already do so. 

An analysis has been prepared of the information obtained by 
local correspondents of the Committee concerning the employ- 
ment of architects as independent heads of departments of local 
authorities or assistants to other officials. This information, 
which must necessarily be treated as confidential, will be of great 
help to the Committee in dealing with the many problems which 
call for consideration. 


Negotiations Regarding Salary Scales and Conditions of Service for 
Architects 

The Committee have discussed with the Salaried Members’ 
Committee the report prepared by the latter urging that the 
Institute should become the chief negotiating body in connection 
with salaries and conditions of service for architects. The 
Official Architects’ Committee gave their support to the Salaried 
Members’ Committee’s proposals and these have since been 
approved in principle by the Council. 

The Committee have dealt with a number of enquiries received 
from members employed by local authorities. 

Scale of Annual Salaries for Architects 

The Committee have under consideration the revision of the 

existing Scale of Annual Salaries. : 


Designation of Architects on the Statutory Register 

On the recommendation of the Committee, the Council 
approved the following resolution passed by the South Wales 
Institute of Architects on the subject of the designation of archi- 
tects on the Statutory Register :— 

*“ That in view of the principles and implications of the Architects 
(Registration) Act, 1931, the synonymous use of the terms ‘ Architec- 
tural Draughtsman ° and ‘ Architectural Assistant’ is to be deprecated 
as detrimental to the status of the profession, and it is, therefore, advo- 
cated that all those whose names have been recorded in the Statutory 
Register of Architects shall be officially designated ‘ Architects’ or 
‘ Assistant Architects’ whenever engaged upon work of a building 
nature whether or not in departments or offices controlled by a member 
of this or any other profession.” 

The resolution was published in the JourNAL and in the 
technical press and members of the R.I.B.A. who are city and 
borough architects were requested to bring its terms to the notice 
of local authorities with which they are serving. It has also been 
sent to the County Architects’ Society, the various Government 
Departments concerned and to many other bodies employing 
architectural staffs. 


THE PRACTICE COMMITTEE 


At the beginning of the Session the Council decided to recon- 
stitute the Committee by the addition of other members to the 
Officers of the old Committee who had previously been carrying 
on the work of the Committee. 

The present Committee consists of the following members : 

L. Sylvester Sullivan (Chairman), T. M. Alexander, Joseph Hill, 
Cc. F. Martin, Michael Waterhouse and Charles Woodward (Hon. 
Secretaries). 

The Committee have held very frequent meetings and have 
dealt with matters referred to them by the War Executive Com- 
mittee in addition to a large number of enquiries from members 
on a variety of subjects. 

The revision of the R.I.B.A. Scale of Charges has been under 

onsideration and the Committee have had the assistance of the 
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following co-opted members :—The President, H. V. Ashley, 
Herbert Jackson, J. Hubert Worthington, O.B.E. 

Draft proposals have been prepared and the comments of the 
Allied Societies on the draft have now been received and are under 
consideration. 

A Scale of Fees for the 3,000 Agricultural Workers’ Cottages 
was negotiated and agreed for the architects’ work in connection 
with the scheme. The Scale was published in the JourNAL for 
May 1943. 

On the recommendation of the Committee an Agreement and 
Schedule of Fees was agreed with the Ministry of War Transport 
for architects employed on the construction of bridges, roads, etc. 

Fees in connection with the repair of war damaged houses by 
local authorities were agreed with the Ministry of Health. 

The Scale of Charges for Local Authorities’ and Public Utility 
Societies’ Housing Work was withdrawn by the Council on 
14 December 1943 and the Committee are now engaged in 
consultation with the Allied Societies and the R.I.B.A. Housing 
Committee, in drawing up a scale for post-war housing. It is 
hoped that the revised scale will be published in the near future. 


THE PUBLIC RELATIONS COMMITTEE 


The Council have re-appointed the Public Relations Com- 
mittee and have appointed Mr. D. Barrington-Hudson as 
Assistant Public Relations Officer. Mr. Barrington-Hudson 
took up his duties on 1 December 1943. 

The membership of the Committee for the Session 1943-1944 
is as follows :— 

The President (ex-officio), Darcy Braddell, A. C. Bunch (Vice-Chair- 
man), John L. Denman, John Gloag, A. W. Kenyon, Stanley C.

Discussions have taken place with representatives of national 
newspapers with regard to feature articles, news stories and 
photographs appearing to keep the public informed and 
interested in architectural matters. Arrangements have been 
made for broadcasts on the North American and Home Service 
as part of a series of broadcasts by architects. 

The Inter-Services Publications Committee have granted 
leave for the production of a News Letter—the R.I.B.A. News 
—to be distributed quarterly or every two months to serving 
members and _ students. 


THE SALARIED MEMBERS’ COMMITTEE 


The Committee have held 3 meetings since the publica- 
tion of the last annual report. One joint meeting has been 
held with the Official Architects’ Committee.

Inadequate Salaries 

The Committee have investigated and dealt with a number 
of complaints from Members and Students re grading, salaries 
and conditions of employment, and have also considered several 
allegations of inadequate salaries and conditions for architects 
and assistants employed by the Government and Local Govern- 
ment. 

Revision of Scale of Annual Salaries for Architects 

A Sub-Committee was appointed to consider the revision of 
salary scales. This Sub-Committee has now arrived at the final 
stage of its deliberations. 

Negotiation of Salary Scales and Conditions of Serivce for Architects 

The Salaried Members’ Committee have had under con- 
sideration the existing arrangements under which salary scales 
and conditions of service are negotiated with employing bodies. 
The Committee are of opinion that alterations in these arrange- 
ments are needed. 


Cc 
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For many years the R.I.B.A. has had scales of fees to which 
architects in*private practice have to conform, and these scales 
j.ave had a wide influence on the standard of remuneration of 
architects generally, and the R.I.B.A. is recognised as the body 
responsible for negotiating scales of fees in this country. The 
R.I.B.A. Scale of Salaries has not the wide recognition that is 
carried by the scale of fees. 


While the R.I.B.A. Scale of Annual Salaries approved in 1937 
gives general guidance as to appropriate salaries for members, 
the passing of the Architects’ Registration Act and the closing 
of the Register makes it desirable that there should be one basic 
rate of salaries for registered architects of various grades and 
that such a basic scale should be more precise in its provision 
than the present one. 


It is also desirable that there should be one body for negotiating 
salaries of architects throughout the country. A report making 
proposals for dealing with these matters was submitted by the 
Salaried Members’ Committee and has been approved in principle 
by the Council. 

Detailed recommendations as to the arrangements which 
would be necessary to carry out these proposals are being worked 
out by the Salaried Members’ Committee for the consideration 
of the Council. 


THE COMMITTEE FOR THE TEACHING OF 
ARCHITECTURAL APPRECIATION IN SCHOOLS 


This Committee, which was originally appointed by the Public 
Relations Group of the Reconstruction Committee, was 
appointed by the War Executive Committee for the present 
Session as follows : 

W. F. Herbert (Secretary, Berkshire Education Committee), Dr. 
H. V. Lanchester, A. H. Moberly, Basil M. Sullivan, C.1.E., O.B.E.

The Committee’s main work is to concern itself with the teach- 
ing of architectural appreciation in schools on a nation-wide scale. 
With this end in view a Conference of architects and representa- 
tives of all national educational organisations was held at the 
R.I.B.A. on 6 January, as reported in the January JouRNAL. In 
connection with the organisation of the Conference, the Com- 
mittee co-opted E. E. Y. Hales, W. F. Morris, Mrs. J. M. Richards 
and E. A. Sallis Benney. : 


The Finances of 


During the year the last portion of the Institute’s old premises 
in Maddox Street has been sold and the proceeds added to the 
investmeats‘available for the redemption of the debt. The value 
of this property had been written down and realised £2,500 
more than the book value. 

The surplus for the year at £5,329 is some £3,625 down as 
compared with the previous year. This reduction is partly 
accounted for by the receipt of some £1,290 less from subscriptions 
and arrears, by the grant of £1,300 for the work of the Central 
Planning Advisory Committee, and to increased costs of adminis- 
tration due to extra staff and the partial return of the Institute 
to pre-war activities. 

The standing resolutions of the Council made for the guidance 
of the Finance and House Committee have again been observed. 


The rough estimate of expenditure and income for the year 1944 
published at the end of the accounts, makes allowance for the 
continuation of the increased activity referred to, for the resump- 
tion of the Annual Election, General Meetings and Exhibitions, 
and for the republication of an abbreviated Kalendar, which 
it is expected will be sent to all members before the close of the 
year. As will be seen, a deficit of approximately £2.400 is 
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The Conference passed the following resolution unanimously : 

“This Conference of school teachers and others interested in educa- 
tion has met at the invitation of the Royal Institute of British Architects 
to discuss the teaching of architectural appreciation in schools. 

** The Conference wishes to record its conviction that an appreciation 
of the ways in which men have built—as spirit and ambitions have 
developed, and under varying conditions of climate, of materials and 
mechanical skill—should be used to link together such subjects as history, 
geography and art, and relate them to a child’s own experience of 
familiar things. 

** The Conference fully realises that appreciation of this type cannot 
be evoked in children on any wide scale unless it is first evoked in their 
teachers, and appeals to the Board of Education to consider how this 
might best be achieved.” 


The President of the Board of Education is now being asked to 
receive a deputation who will describe the work the R.I.B.A. has 
been doing in this connection, report on the Conference and put 
forward proposals for implementing the resolution. The deputa- 
tion will consist of the following : B. M. Sullivan, W. H. Ansell, 
W. F. Herbert, F. S. Orme and Gordon Stephenson. 


The Committee have studied the examination papers in Archi- 
tecture of the various Matriculation Boards. They consider that 
they place undue emphasis on formal history and not enough on 
critical appreciation. On the initiative of the Committee, a 
letter has been sent to Secretaries of Matriculation Boards 
expressing this view and suggesting that the subject ‘* History of 
Architecture”? should be changed to ** Appreciation of Archi- 
tecture.” 


The R.I.B.A. helped the Berkshire Education Committee and 
Professor J. A. Betts, of Reading University, to arrange a course of 
lectures in Reading, which was attended by some sixty school 
teachers. This has been followed in Berkshire by further series of 
lectures and steps to include courses in the curricula of several 
schools. With the help of Allied Societies, other courses of 
lectures for teachers have been organised in Coventry, Leeds, 
Aberdeen, Oxford, Halifax and Manchester and a course will 
shortly be held in Essex under the auspices of the local education 
authority. The Committee hopes that many more such courses 
will be arranged. 

The * Short List of Books on Architecture and Town Planning 
for Teachers and School Use,” prepared by the R.I.B.A. Librarian 
for the Committee, is now available in printed form.

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ADDRESS BY THE MINISTER OF HEALTH 


THE RT. HON. HENRY WILLINK, M.C., K.C., M.P. 


To the R.I.B.A. Council on Tuesday, February 15, 1944 


Mr. President and Members of the Council, I was most 
flattered and pleased when I received an invitation to come 
and meet the Council of the R.I.B.A. Looking back, I think 
the only other occasion on which anybody of my name has 
addressed you in your building was an occasion which I 
remember well, because it was shortly after I returned from 
the last war, when my father, a Fellow of your Institute, was 
very anxious about a paper which he was going to read about 
the Cunard Building in Liverpool, of which he and his partner, 
Philip Thicknesse, were the architects. I am happy to think 
that my father’s name is still preserved by his junior partner, 
who joined my father after the last war, Mr. Harold Dod, whose 
University Library I greatly admired when I went to Liverpool 
at the end of 1941. In fact, I think I may say that I was 
brought up in the atmosphere of the Royal Institute of British 
Architects. My father was a pupil of Alfred Waterhouse and 
his partner was a pupil of Norman Shaw, and I was brought 
up as a very small boy to look at the fagade of Parrs’ Bank in 
Castle Street, Liverpool, to see what a bank frontage ought to 
be. Moreover, the very first night I ever spent in London 
was spent in the house of a Fellow of this Institute, an uncle of 
mine by marriage, Mr. W. H. Seth-Smith, much of whose 
work I used to enjoy and admire. The first time I acquired a 
home after I was married, I took a little house which had just 
been reconditioned by Mr. James, who is a Fellow of your 
Institute. In Hamilton Terrace I found that I had distinguished 
Fellows of the Institute as my neighbours, Mr. Wornum and 
Sir Guy Dawber, to whom I was very much attached and who, 
fortunately for me, made some alterations to my house, a house 
which, incidentally, had been last lived in by Mr. Percy Morley 
Horder. Therefore I really ought to have—and I think I can 
genuinely say I have—a keen interest in architecture. 

My only embarrassment to-day is that I come to you with 
very little that is precise or novel. Indeed, we get into a good 
deal of trouble, as you know, if we say things in the wrong 
places, and there is only one place where any important announce- 
ments with regard to housing policy or anything of that kind 
in my Department can be made. Moreover, it is not very long 
since I arrived there, in circumstances which have been repeatedly 
described to me as indicating an imaginative approach by the 
Prime Minister—an adjective which, I think, was capable of 
more than one interpretation in the circumstances, though I 
have always tried to accept it in a benevolent sense. 

The last three months have been part—I hope the major 
part—of what may be called a formative period of policy. 
There is a strange phrase which I first met when I began to 
make contact with Government circles and moved from my 
normal professional life. At that time I used to read that 
matters were “ under active consideration,” and I wondered 
what the difference was between consideration and active 
consideration. I suppose we may distinguish them not inaptly 
by saying that until a short time ago reconstruction problems 
were a matter of consideration, and now they are a matter of 
active consideration. Reconstruction problems are certainly a 


matter of active consideration at the moment, and in the field 
of building generally I can assure you with complete sincerity 
that Mr. Morrison, Lord Portal and I are working with entire 
harmony and co-operation under the chairmanship of Lord 
Woolton, who is another old friend of my Liverpool days, 
because when I was a boy he was Warden of the University 
Settlement in Liverpool. 


It was revealed by Mr. Attlee last Friday—I think it must 
have been guessed before—that Lord Woolton is the Chairman 
of something known as the Reconstruction Committee. I myself 
could not join vocally and I do not join in my heart with those 
who clamour for more specific powers for a Minister of Recon- 
struction. I feel and I have reason to know that Lord Woolton 
is in a position of very great strength in this matter as Chairman 
of that body. Both he and I have put the whole question of 
the housing of the people as the No. 1 priority with which we 
have to deal. Of course, I had a sort of rough initiation into 
this matter during those three years for the first part of which 
I watched sections of London being rather rapidly knocked 
down, and, as I was reminded last week by Mr. Shinwell, I 
have given some hostages to fortune in the shape of some speeches 


_as a back bencher, indicating what I thought the urgency of 


the problem would be. I hope that the hopes then expressed 
will not be too greatly falsified. 

I find myself, after this imaginative act on the part of the 
Prime Minister, in the Ministry of Health, with, as I see it, a 
tremendous task before us. The whole busines of housing 
by public authority is comparatively modern, dating entirely, 
I suppose, in any real sense, from after the last war, and I believe 
it is true that from the beziniing there was the same close 
association between members of your Institute, Mr. President, 
and the Ministry of Health as there is to-day. It is ve-y satis- 
factory to me that this Council invites architects on my staff 
to serve on Committees which you set up. That carries on 
an early tradition, when Sir Raymond Unwin, who contributed 
so immensely to questions of housing and planning, really 
inspired in large measure, I imagine, the first great Report on 
this matter, the Tudor Walters Report. Therefore, I am very 
glad indeed that Mr. Scott, Mr. Pointon Taylor and Miss 
Ledeboer are serving on certain of your Reconstruction Com- 
mittees. The word “‘ reconstruction,” which we hear so often, 
reminds me that very great interest is being taken in my Depart- 
ment in the products of the Sub-Committees of your Recon- 
struction Committee. It is always dangerous and invidious to 
mention one particular publicatioi, but certainly in my home 
the publication entitled ‘‘ Rebuilding Britain’? has been read 
with delight by my whole family, and it is certainly a most 
inspiring publication. It was a comfort to me ‘to find that 
among the books recommended in it is a pamphlet published 
by the Ministry of Health called ‘‘ Houses We Live In.” 

Going back a little, I think it was about two years ago that 
my predecessor called together his Ceatral Housing Advisory 
Committee. That is, as probably you all know, a statutory 
Committee of which the Minister of Health is Chairman. It 
has been wor’iig very hird, and I am a'raid it is going to have 
to work still harder. It appointed a number of Sub-Comnittees, 
as, of course, was necessary, and we value very highly indeed 
the continuous and very great help that is given to us by two 
distinguished Fellows of the Institute, Mr. Keay and Mr. de 
Soissons. I have already met the Central Housing Advisory 
Committee and warned it that it would be meeting more 
frequently, because it is just on the point of receiving two 
Reports which will, I think, be of very great importance. The 
first is the Report of Lord Dudley’s Sub-Committee on the 
design of houses and lay-out, which ought not to be loiz now 
and in regard to which there has been that clo e co'laboration 
with Mr. Morrison’s Department which I am sure y>1 all feel 
is most essential. There is a risk in these sub-divi;sions, and I 
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io see that that close contact is maintained. There 
is very great and well-informed enthusiasm in Mr. Morrison’s 
Departiient for high architectural standards, and I shall 
endeavour to show the same feeling in my Department. I 
should ike also to thank the Royal Institute for the help they 
have given to Lord Dudley and his Committee by the evidence 
they have made available to them. Then there is Sir Arthur 
Hobhouse’s Sub-Committee on rural housing. I shall not 
venture to utter a syllable on the controversies with regard to 
the 3,000 houses, a matter which was more or less completed 
(though the houses were not completed) when I arrived. 
Thirdly, we have the Sub-Committee of which Sir Felix Pole 
is Chairman and which is looking into the future and functions 
of private enterprise building, and I hope that before very 
long we shall be able to publish a manual on which I trust we 
shall not meet with too great disapproval from the Royal 
Institute of British Architects.

During the three years to which I have referred I was, of 
course, restricted to the Metropolitan area. The Metropolitan 
area contains plenty of lessons to be learned by people such. 
as myself, and I am very grateful to Mr. Kenyon for showing 
me the plans which are on exhibition here. It was the second 
time I had seen them, because I had seen them for myself already. 
If you ramble freely over the Metropolitan area for three years 
you see a great many things of which you disapprove. Those 
three years were a time, of course, of ad hoc experiment. Some 
very interesting emergency experiments came to my notice 
which were in several cases the work of enterprising and 
imaginative architects. We shall, I fear, have to balance the 
Ministry of Health’s desire always to be a Department which 
maintains high and increasingly high standards of housing for 
the people with the appallingly large demand for homes that 
there will be immediately after the war. It will undoubtedly 
be difficult to strike the balance which will have to be struck 
between permanent and temporary and_ between increasing 
standards and static standards. It will require all the tolerance 
for which our people are supposed to be so famous. I do not 
think we shall be able to do without experiments. I am in 
very close touch, of course, with Lord Portal in the experiments 
that he is making. He has available to him very fine advice. 
There will be an enormous number of young married couples 
with at most one or two children, often with neither one nor 
two children to begin with, and consequently something rather 
small, possibly the horizontally divided house, may be tolerable ; 
but we must see to it that anything which is really temporary 
is thoroughly controlled and is not allowed to foul the land in 
the way in which some temporary buildings were allowed to 
foul it right up to the beginning of the present war. 


On this problem we have stated what we think the size of 
the programme should be. We think that in the next ten to 
twelve years it will be right and possible to build between three 
million and four million houses—one and a half million to put 
us straight in regard to arrears and somewhere between one and 
a half million and two and a half million to replace obsolescent 
property. For myself, as soon as I could escape for two days 
from the toils of the Health Services and the work resulting from 
Sir William Beveridge’s Report, I made an expedition to Man- 
chester and Liverpool. It was not a bad thing, I think, to be 
brought up in Liverpool. Great areas of that city were about 
as meanly developed in the last century as anything well could 
be, and it was a real inspiration to me to see what Liverpool 
had done in recent years. I did feel that there was a great 
deal of magnificent work in the housing projects of the Liverpool 
Corporation which were arrested by the war, and the same is 
true of what I saw in Manchester, and I cannot see why work 
done by local authorities in post-war development should incur 
any charges of monotony and that sort of thing. There is 
absolutely nothing monotonous, so far as I could see, about 
the Liverpool development. 


What are we really doing at the moment ? 


The House of 
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Commons seems a little upset that an important statement 
should have been made by the Minister of Works in the House 
of Lords with regard to the preparation of sites. I hope it will 
not be long before I can say something to the House of Commons. 
I think the preparation of sites project is a good practical step 
which is being taken. You will know far better than I the 
extent to which it will enable us to get a good start at the 
termination of the European part of the war, in that very difficult 
period when the ordinary man in the street and the ordinary 
housewife will be so apt to think that things can go ahead very 
fast and will be inclined to think that the war is over, when, in 
point of fact, there will be the utmost difficulty about obtaining 
building operatives. That is going to be a very difficult period, 
I think, for us nationally, and certainly politically. We are going 
ahead, and I hope we shall be able to say something before 
long with regard to the acquisition of sites. After all, I suppose 
one of the most fundamental things we have to secure is that 
the houses are built in the right places in future. I imagine 
that one of the most dominant features of the inter-war period 
was that, in spite of immense improvement from the point of 
view of general material amenities in the housing of the people, 
the houses were to such an enormous extent built in the wrong 
places. 


I hope we shall also make some progress on the questions 
of the principles of subsidy and for whom houses can be built 
by local authorities, and so forth. It may well be that provision 
ought to be made as to the employment of architects by local 
authorities in every practicable case. It may well be that 
private owners ought to be obliged to submit their plans to 
an advisory body. For my part, speaking very frankly, I do 
hope that the architectural profession will be enabled to influence 
from the outset the work of the great private enterprise builders 
more than it succeeded in doing between 1918 and 1939. There 
are some promising indications, outside Government circles, in 
this direction. There is the National House Builders’ Registra- 
tion Council, and I read with interest and stimulation the report 
of a joint conference between the members of your Institute 
and the Building Societies and that Council recently. 


Of the making of laws there seems to be no end. I do not 
know what the feelings of the Institute are with regard to more 
law-making as to the erection of buildings not designed by an 
architect. I have not read my papers about that, but there were 
representations at the time the scheme was launched for the 
rural cottages. Of course, the Ministry of Health is a Depart- 
ment which does not directly administer much. It is a Depart- 
ment of indirect administration dealing with local bodies. It 
does a very great deal by exhortation, advice, recommendations, 
and so forth, and it is not uninteresting to see how successful 
that can be. Taking those rural cottages, I might tell you 
that there were 1,090 separate sites in that scheme ; for 283 
the local authority’s surveyor was responsible for the houses, 
for 124 there were official architects, and for 683 there were 
architects in private practice. I think we are making progress, 
at any rate, and, if I take it in numbers of men rather than of 
sites, the numbers were 87 surveyors, 39 official architects and 
200 architects in private practice. I expect all of you probably 
—certainly most of you—know that the relation between a 
Minister of Health and great local authorities is sometimes 
delicate, but we try to go forward in the same direction. 

Of course, the size of the task of my Department is really 
most alarming. It is extraordinarily difficult to feel in any 
way equipped to deal with the immense range which is covered 
by it, yet I feel sure that most of you sympathise with those who 
say that we seem to have quite enough—probably far too many 
—Ministers of the Crown already. Therefore there is a dilemma. 
For myself, and I think I can quite conscientiously say that I 
speak on behalf of those who helo me in the Ministry, Iam most 
eager that the Royal Institute of British Architects shall make 
any contribution it feels able to make to the solution of these 
problems. I believe it has been felt—I have not had time yet 
and I should not be justified in saying it for myself—that there 
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has been a concentration on things larger in scale and of more 
varied interest than the cottage dwelling, and anything that 
you, Sir, can do to stimulate the interest of members of the 
profession in this field will be most deeply welcome to myself. 
That, I think, may possibly be one of the most important fields 
in which you can help us. 

As | promised, or threatened, I really cannot give you any- 
thing specific in the way of news or information to-day. I 
think the next six months should be a period of very great 
interest in this field. Lord Woolton was very optimistic in 
December about a White Paper on the subject of the Uthwatt 
Report. I am afraid the country is still waiting for the Govern- 
ment solution of these quite extraordinarily difficult problems, 
but so long as I am at the Ministry I shall welcome the advice 
and help of members of my father’s profession. 


Book Notices 


THE CREATION OF THE ROCOCO* 
- A. E. Richardson, R.A. [F.] 


In architectural research it is generally years before underlying 
truths are made apparent. This may be due in no small measure 


to the changing viewpoint of each succeeding generation ; but - 


even so, the services of scholars cannot be dispensed with. Who, 
for instance, a few years since, would have thought it worth 
while to re-state the convolution of French decorative art from 
the end of the reign of Louis XIV to the second half of the 
eighteenth century? Yet in the interim an authoritative work 
has been in constant preparation, a work, moreover, which throws 
new light on a phase of the French renaissance once universally 
popular in Europe. It is not surprising that the early Georgians 
in anti-Gallic mood rejected the delicate innovations of their 
rivals across the Channel. Notwithstanding this apparent scorn, 
certain rococo forms were adopted by English architects and 
artists, such are the scrolls found in the elaborate headings to 
tradesmen’s bills, in the repoussé of contemporary silverwork, 
and most certainly in the graceful contours of Chippendale’s 
furniture. Hogarth knew the contemporary fashion and he 
may have taken his line of beauty from a French example of 
contra-curvature. Despite Isaac Ware’s pretended resistance to 
the flowing lines of French ornament, he, too, succumbed to the 
vivacious manner, as can be seen in the filagree ornamentation 
of the locks at No. 5 Greek Street. These opening remarks 
may appear irrelevant in what purposes to be an appreciative 
review. Yet they are as pertinent as the fact that a distinguished 
American is the first to reveal the genesis and quality of French 
Rococo. 


It should be the duty of every reviewer to study the books 
brought to his notice before launching into displays of personal 
erudition or indulging in casual criticism. In the case of works 
which are the outcome of infinite enquiry this meed of respect, 
at’ least, is due to the author. With the mass of information 
presented so scientifically, and, if one may be permitted to flatter, 
so artistically, who would dare to find the slightest fault with 
such a sumptuous work ? Then it only remains to praise. 

Not only does Fiske Kimball know his subject from A to Z, 
but he gives in the most charming way the main facts of French 
architecture, from the academic period of Louis XIV’s reign to 
the return to formalism prior to the French Revolution. There 
are also cogent references to architectural by-play in Italy, 
Germany and England. 

The author attributes the essential creative art in the genesis 
of the rococo to Pierre Lepautre (1648-1716), who was appointed 
in 1699 to carry out the changes at Marly. Pierre was a nephew

With the 
death of the Great King and the passing of Madame de Maintenon, 
the serious religious hypocrisy was given up. Henceforth, everywhere, 
even in cathedrals and abbeys, convents and schools, art was to express 
the lightheartedness of the French. No doubt change was partly 
broug!it about when the aristocratic world encouraged social re-unions 
in the pleasant atmosphere of Parisian salons. 

State apartments for meeting friends and discussing novelties were 
far better adapted to such purposes if they were comparatively small. 
The oval-shaped room, or the room with quadrant corners, in turn 
influenced the minds of artists to blend the surfaces of floors, walls and 
ceilings in plastic harmony. Herein lies an explanation of the triumph 
of florescent patterning which included the Aubusson carpet and the 
lustre in the centre of the ceiling. The judicious use of mirrors reiterated 
plastic effects and enhanced the atmosphere of unreality. Thus 
Rococo decoration, like Watteau’s pictures, seemed to transcend the 
quintessence of reality and by rarefied artificiality added enchantment 
to the social scene. 

In this volume, copiously illustrated with original drawings and 
photographs, is revealed the fragrance of a period which was long the 
secret envy of the Courts of Europe. In no other country at the present 
time could such a book have been produced. It is well, therefore, to 
say that a grant from the American Council of Learned Societies from 
afund provided by the Carnegie Corpbration of New York made this 
possible. Nor would it be courteous to omit any mention of the 
Southworth-Anthoenser Press, Portland, Maine. 

This occasion also provides a fitting opportunity to offer a tribute 
to the skill of a distinguished confrére, Fiske Kimball. 


CAMERON OF ST. PETERSBURG 
Charles Cameron ... his life and work In Russia ... 
at Tsarskoe Selo and Pavlosk by Georges Loukomski, 
adapted into English by N. de Gren. 4to. 102 pp. London. 
Nicholson & Watson. 1943. 2!Is. : 

My recollection of Charles Cameron’s chef d’euvre at Tsarskoe 
Selo, which I saw in 1931, is of an ambitious but not terribly 
successful building, whose top half looked vaguely like Wyatt, 
the bottom half as vaguely like Palladio. The combination did 
not please, and still does not please in the photographs in this 
book. The columniations throughout the building are extra- 
vagantly wide giving a feeling of depression which suits every ill 
with wiry, Adam-like detail. Altogether, this Scotman’s frolic 
in Tsardom seems to me much more curious than beautiful. 

Curious it most certainly is, and all the circumstances attending 
Charles Cameron’s professional life in Russia have that fascin- 
ation which belongs to very recondite cross-currents of history. 
Cameron was the fish the Empress Catherine hooked after Wyatt 
had been dissuaded from swallowing her royal bait. ‘The 
invitation to Wyatt was on the strength of his Pantheon : that 
to Cameron on the strength of his great folio, “The Baths of 
the Romans.” ‘The two architects are much alike—both heirs 
of the Adam revolution, both restless under the Adam yoke. 
Hence Wyatt’s Gothic, and hence Cameron’s curious effects— 
from Palladian to Pompeian—at Tsarkoe Selo. Hence, for 
instance, the hall of the Agate Pavilion, which goes directly to 
the Tepidarium of Cavacalla for its theme (and mismanages it 
horribly) ; and hence the extravagant pompeiana of the Empress 
bedroom. 

Mr. Loukomski’s book is an interesting record of Cameron’s 
work and what little (it is very little) is known of his life. The 
frontispiece is a portrait of a young man in Russian dress, his 
thoroughly English (I mean Scotch) face framed in a jaunty 
fur cap and a mass of beard. Incidentally, the date of the 
picture—unless there is a misprint—shows that Cameron’s 
visit to Russia was at least contemplated six years before Catherine 
announces his arrival in a letter of 1779! Just who Cameron 
was, what family he came from and what, if any, were his relations 
with other English architects of the time, nobody has yet dis- 
covered. It is queer that Catherine herself describes him as a 
“Jacobite,” which lends cclour to the theory that he found 
patronage at the “court ”’ of the Young Pretender in Rome. 
Whether he was a personality of much account does not appear. 
One imagines that if he had stayed in England the discipline of 
our late 18th century might have made him a notable architect. 
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In the el dorado of Catherine’s Russia, his limited imagination 
flares and flickers rather tragically. After reading Mr. 
Loukomski’s book, one feels mysteriously drawn to the man, if 
not always to his works. Joun SumMerson. [A.] 


Fowler’s Architects’, Builders’ and Contractors’ Pocket Book. 
grd Edn. 12 mo. Scientific Publn. Co. 1944. 7s. 6d. 


Spon’s Practical Builders’ Pocket Book. 8th Edn.’ Edited by 
Clyde Young, [F.] and Bernard Engel. 12 mo. E. & F. N. 
Spon. 1943. 

These are two standard reterence books which have been revised 
and somewhat extended in their new editions. Both include data on 
weights, measures, mensuration. etc., and technical matter on building 
materials, methods of construction, techniques and practice including 
bye-laws. Useful as these reference books are, they must be used with 
caution at a time when research is daily producing new data leading 
to the revision of standards. Spons’ pocket book has too many obviously 
out-of-date references, such as that to the ‘‘ Pneumatic distance gas- 
lighter *—*‘ this ingenious invention . not so widely known as it 
deserves to be,” and references to Baron Liebig and Tredgold which 
need re-assessment in terms of modern research and technique. 

Fowler’s pocket book is more detailed and up-to-date in its references, 
but it is disappointing to find no reference, for instance, to the B.R.S. 
published studies on discontinuous structure in the Acoustics section, 
These are defects which injure the confidence with which they can be 
used for other than purely factual reference, of which they are both 
mines of information. 

Fowler includes a new appendix on national planning, town planning 
and post-war building, with abstracts of Barlow, Scott and Uthwatt 
and statistics relating to the post-war building programme. 


Concrete Surface Finishes, Renderings and Terrazzo, by W. S. 
Gray and H. L. Childe. la. 125 pp. Concrete 
Publications. 1943. 8s. 6d. 

rhis second edition of a work first published in 1935 brought up to 
date maintains the high technical standard of Concrete Publications, 
Ltd.’s, books. The whole question of surface finishes is dealt with 
methods of finishing and use of special form work, causes and prevention 
of blemishes, use of paints, stains and gunite, pre-cast units, rendering, 
colour finishes, etc., etc. 

There are over 130 photographs, mostly well-chosen to illustrate the 
subject in question, though not all completely satisfactory esthetically. 
They include a picture of the Nashville, U.S.A., Art Gallery, a recon- 
struction of the Parthenon in concrete, correct in every detail, but also 
many of the best contemporary concrete work which pays more respect 
to the material and its place in the modern esthetic.

Modern Methods of Valuation of Land, Houses and Buildings, 
by D. M. Lawrence and H. G. May. xii 444 pp. Estates 
Gazette. 1943. 20s. 

This is a new book on a subject of considerable importance. It 
has been prepared as a successor to the numerous editions of Curtis, 
the last of which was issued in 1933. Mr. Sydney Smith, the editor 
of Curtis, contributes a foreword. Primarily it is intended for students, 
but will be of undoubted value to the practising architect. 


British Timbers: Their Properties, Uses and Identifications, by 
E. H. B. Boulton and B. A. Jay. 4to. 112 pp. + 30 photo plates. 
A. & C. Black. 1944. 12s. 6d. 

An important office text-book. Sixty-eight trees are described 
botanically, historically and technically in a direct and brief way. 
Thirty are illustrated with full-page photos of the prepared boards, 
with across-the-grain photos in many cases. The book has a first-class 
bibliography. The earlier chapters deal with the properties of woods 
generally, with clear line diagrams of wood structure. It is difficult 
to picture the task the two expert authors have set themselves being 
done better. 

The Analysis of Engineering Structures, by A. J.S. Pippard and 
J. F. Baker. 8vo. x + 628 pp. 2nd Edn. Arnold. 1943. 3os. 

Pippard and Baker’s Analysis of Engineering Structures is one of the 
leading text-books—designed, in the authors’ words, to present the 
student with a general outline of the theories upon which the design 
of structures is based. It is too advanced for the average architectural 
student, but invaluable for any who have a high level of mathematics 
and wish to specialise in structures. The new edition has two new 
chapters : on the voussoir arch and on the elasto-plastic behaviour of 
structures ; additional matter has been included in the body of the 


original text. 


The authors are both men at the centre of British structural experience 
and research. Prof. Pippard is Professor of Civil Engineering at Imperial 
College and Prof. Baker Professor of Mechanical Sciences at Cambridge.

EDWIN PAUL WHEELER [F.] 
Born 1874—died 1944

Sometime Architect to the London County Council 


E. P. Wheeler, whose death on 1 March must be regretfully 
recorded, passed through his architectural pupilage in a London 
office, which training he supplemented in the A.A. School. 
Early in the year 1899 he entered the Architectural Department 
of the London County Council and there remained through the 
whole 40-year period of his subsequent professional life. 


In the earlier portion of this time he was engaged upon housing 
work, and had a part in development of the White Hart Lane, 
Totterdown and Millbank Estates. He was later drawn into the 
programme for new schools that followed absorption of the 
School Board staff and work into the Department. At this 
time he was living in Chelsea, an association which expressed 
somewhat the value he attached to the eighteenth century 
and to the old towns, villages and countryside of his native land. 
When the last war came he shouldered his part without question, 
served in France for some time and attained the rank of Captain. 
With his return to office duties he was transferred from the 


’ constructional to the statutory side of the Department’s functions, 


thereby widening his experience by association with the regulative 
control of building. At later stages he held a directional position 
in respect of each of these two main divisions of the Department, 
and in due course filled the deputy position upon retirement of 
the then holder of that office. In 1935 he was appointed Architect 
to the Council, and retired in April 1939, a little in advance of 
time, for health reasons. 


It can be said of Wheeler that he possessed a social and cultural 
outlook and quality of mind that was of the eighteenth century 
rather than of the present day. His sense of values, by which 
he easily distinguished between the real and the false, made him 
contemptuous of the meretricious and superficially spectacular ; 
while for the vanities of personal propaganda or publicity he had 
no use at all. In that sense his quiet method of work caused him 
to be relatively little known. Yet his judgment in architectural 
matters was essentially sound and his knowledge of building 
technique exceptional. 


His capacity for organisation and administrative control was 
of great advantage to a Department that during his period of 
connection with it multiplied itself several times in the scope of 
its operations. On his part, Whecler kept the traditional high 
standard of quality attaching to the Department always before 
him, and faithfully served the London of his generation. 


It should be specially said of him that, in co-operation with a 
few of his principal colleagues, he set himself to change the 
questionable system, hitherto all too common in official Depart- 
ments, whereby the authorship of work is exclusively ascribed 
to the Departmental Head. In relation to what may be called 
the Civic Design aspect of building such a custom is especially 
unfortunate. In the naming of individual designers of buildings 
H.M. Office of Works has for long set a good example and— 
though the drawing of a defined line is inevitably difficult where 
team-work is concerned (and ultimate responsibility must always 
rest upon the Departmental Head)—it is greatly to Wheeler’s 
credit that he tackled the problem when in a position to do so. 
It may, perhaps, not be amiss to say that it pleased him to know 
that his two immediate successors held a similar view. 


Wheeler became an Associate R.I.B.A. in 1902; a Fellow in 
1928, and for some time recently had been a Member of the 
Council. Cultured, well read and possessed of an unusual 
natural dignity of manner, he was an always interesting and 
charming companion to the few who knew him well. His sense 
of honour and integrity was quite uncompromising. A severe 
physical handicap lessened the activities of the later phase of 
his life, but, when conditions allowed, he continued to mount a 
horse, ride out into the Surrey countryside and engage in the 
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study »f nature, and bird and animal life, that so greatly pleased 
and interested him. Just as his personality and qualities were

CHRISTOPHER MITCHELL SHINER [Ret. A.] 

The death occurred at Reigate on 19 December, #943, of Mr. 
Christopher Mitchell Shiner, aged 87, at one period Chairman of the 
W. Essex Chapter of the Essex, Cambs and Herts Society of Architects. 

He served his articles with Messrs. Wilson, Son & Aldwinckle, and 
studied at King’s College, where he gained the Donaldson medal. 

He took a considerable interest in the Institute and the Architectural 
Association, especially in students’ work. 

His designs included several buildings in London, such as Breams 
Buildings, Chancery Lane, but his main work was carried out in 
South East Essex, where many schools, hospitals, libraries, residences 
and church work remain to his credit. In this neighbourhood his 
designs are outstanding both in sound planning and artistic merit. 
He was particularly interested in Ecclesiastical architecture, and suc- 
cessfully aroused public interest in historical monuments in Essex. 

He travelled much on the Continent, always with his sketch book, 
often with one or more of his pupils and many of these owe their 
knowledge to the guidance, help and encouragement he unfailingly 
gave them. 

Mr. Shiner was a fine draughtsman and etcher, exhibited at the 
Academy and Paris Salon, and few men had a greater knowledge of 
the history and byeways of London. 

He was a friend of the late Canon Barnett, and for many years took 
a keen interest in the work at Toynbee Hall and other social services, 

He bore a long illness bravely and patiently, keeping a great sense 
of humour, and withal, his religious views to the last. 

Mr. Shiner will be greatly missed by the older generation of 
architects and craftsmen. He leaves a family of sons and daughters, 
his eldest son being Mr. Lawrence A. D. Shiner, F.R.1.B.A.
